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We Westerners were saddened this Christmas by the death of the Science Depart¬ 
ment Head, Mr. Albert Russell. 

He was a product of Alberta. He was born and received his early education in Olds, 
took his Normal School in Camrose and was graduated Bachelor of Science from 
the University of Alberta. As a major, he served with distinction in the Calgary 
Highlanders in both the Second World War and the Korean War. The remainder 
of his adult life he gave to teaching in Alberta — again with distinction, some time 
in the country, then thirty years in Calgary, the last twelve in Western Canada High 
as head of the Science Department. 

His heart was in his work of education. The lessons he taught, with their beautiful, 
smooth logic and quiet wry wit, were a delight. His students learned the art of 
reasoning from him. Students with difficulties and teachers new to the profession 
(and old experienced hands, too) were never denied his help. 

All knowledge was his province. He could discuss literature, music and art as well 
as science. His own writing was elegant in its conciseness and clarity.
